On taking the chair, George B. McC ie!- 
lan praised Mayor Van Wyck; said the 
party had no apologies to offer: declared 
partisanship could not be divorced from 
municipal government; asserted that on 
the success of this campaign depended 
the election of a democratic governor and 
a democratic president, and attacked 
“so-called reform.”’ 

In a preamble and resolution the con- 
yention placed upon record its abhor- 
rence of the crime by which President 
McKinley was stricken down, and its 
“detestation of the disgraceful and out- 
rageous attack upon our institutions and 
our civilization, and its respectful and 
sincere sympathy with the bereaved fam- 
ily.” 

When Assistant District Attorney -Lit- 
tleton, of Brooklyn, placed the name of 
_waward A. Shepard before the-conven- 
tion as the candidate for mayor, cheers 
for Bird S. Coler came from the gallery 
and some of the delegates. The Brook- 
lyn delegation was especially vehement 
for Coler. 

The Shepard nominating speeches were 
interrupted and the roll call was per- 
force abandoned. 

Chairman McClellan finally announced 
the nomination of Mr. Shepard and 
Many delegates arose and left the hall. 

William J. Ladd, Jr., was then made 
the nominee for comptroller, and Judge 
George M. Van Hoesen for president of 
the board of aldermen. 
The Platform Adopted. 

The platform adopted by the convention 
declares for a democratic administration 
of the city: charges the republican party 
with a brutal indifference to the interests 
of the city by denying to it any. legisla- 
tion, the right of self-government, thus 
minimizing home rule in the city. 

It denounces ‘“‘as a sham the preténse 
at reform, which characterizes the com- 
bination made up of republican partisans 
and so-called democrats for 
their greed for office and embittered 
against the regular democratic organiza- 
tign because of their failures and disap- 
pointments.’’ 

It congratulates the people upon the re- 
sults achieved under the democratic ad- 
ministration of city affairs. ‘ 
It claims the credit for inaugurating a 
System of rapid transit which other ad-

ministrations merely promised to inaug- 
urate. 

It commits the democratic party spe- 
cifically to the municipal ownership of 
all the water front ir all the boroughs; 
the taking contro] and management as 
soon the law and present contracts 
will perm:t of the ferries between the 
various counties in the city; it demands 
that the new bridges over East river be 
held and managed by the city and placed 
at the disposal of the railroads and other 
corporations only to the extent of grant- 
ing them a right of way for adequate 
compensation. 

It demands the enactment of an excise 
law conservative of the public morals and 
liberal in its provisions that shall place: 
1ts administration and revenue, so far as 
the city is concerned, within control of 
this municipality. 

It urges, in conclusion, the passage of 
labor laws which will result in affording 
laboring men employed on city contracts 
“real protection to their legitimate in- 
terests.”’ 

Mt declares that 


as 


the democratic party 
is friendly in the largest sense to capital 
and labor, recognizing that both should 
be conserved and encouraged in the city. 
It was after 11 o'clock when the conven- 
tion adjourned. 

Sketch of Mr. Shepard. 

Edward M. Shepard was born in New 
York city July 23, 1850. His father, Lo- 
renzo B. Shepard, died in New York 
city in 1856 after a distinguished though 
brief career as a lawyer and politician 
Three years after his father’s death Mr. 
Shepard moved to Brooklyn, N. Y. He 
obtained his education in the _ public 
schools, studied one year at Oberlin col- 
lege in Chio and in 1869 was graduated 
from the free college of the city of New 
York. 

He studied law in the office of Mann & 
Parsons and three years after he was ad- 
mitted to the bar established an office of 
his own. In 1876 he entered partnership 
with Albert Stickney, the firm name be- 
ing Stickney & Snepard. In 1890 he form- 
ed a partnership with John E. Parsons, 
the firm name being Parsons, Shepard & 
Ogden. Mr. Shepard took an active part 
in the organization of the Young Men's 
Democratic Cly of Brooklyn and served 
during the yeais 1883, 1884 and 1885 as its 
president and for two earlier years as 
chairman of t..e executive committee. He 
was counsel in 1887 in investigating offi- 
cial abuses in Brooklyn. He was ap- 
pointed civil service commissioner by, May- 
or Low and originated the civ service 
code which has since been prénounced 
the most practical and effective of any 
yet adopted in America. For two years, 
under Mayor Chapin, he was chairman 
of the civil service commissioners of 
Brooklyn. In 1884-85 he was forest com- 
missioner of New York state and pre- 
pared the plan for the forest preserve of 
New York. He has made frequent ad- 
dresses and written magazine articles 
and monographs on_ historical, economic 
and literary subjects and in 1888 publish- 
ed in the American Statesman series 
“The Life of Martin Van Buren.” 

The organizations of which he'is a 
member are the Cobden Club of England, 
the Manhattan, University, Reform and 
Church clubs of New York, awd the Ham- 
ilton, Brooklyn and Riding and Driving 
clubs of Brooklyn. He is a member of 
Holy Trinity x piscopal church, trustee 
of the Packer institute and regent of the 
Long Island College hospital. 

In the early part of 1892 Mr. Shepard 
was at the official head of the democrat- 
ic uprisings in King county to prevent 
the nomination of David B. Hill and 
the nomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land for the presidency. In the fall of 
1893, by articles in periodicals and by 


public speeches and also by effective po- 
litical organization, he led a revolt of 


about one-third part of the democratic 
party in Kings county against party 
abuses in local affairs, the result being 
the overwhelming defeat of the old or- 
ganization of his party. 

In November, i893, tue governor of New 
York placed in the hands of Mr. Shepard 
and General Tracey, lately the secretary 
of the navy, the prosecution of the ex- 
traordinary election frauds at Gravesend. 
The general direction of these prosecu- 
tions was. in Mr. Shepard's hands. They

In the Demonstrations at Every 
Point the Annexation Senti- 
ment Shows Itself—Na- 
tives Show a Prefer- 
ence for U. S. 


Havana, October 3.—A large demonstra- 
tion of Havana bankers and manufactur- 
ers, merchants and other business men 
waited upon General Wood at the palace 
this afternoon and presented to him a 
plea for the reduction of duties on Cuban 
products on lines of reciprocity. It is es- 
timated that between 10,000 and 15,000 per- 
sons took part in the demonstration. 

Similar demonstrations occurred 
other parts of the island. A general hol- 
iday was observed and telegrams ‘from 
Havana merchants were sent to Wash- 
ington. 

The annexation sentiment was strongly 
in evidence in the demonstration here. A 
letter signed by numerous bankers in- 
dorsed the government of intervention, 
complimented General Wood and asked 
the United States to make Cuba’s cause 
their cause. 

Demonstration at Santiago. 

Santiago de Cuba. October 3.—Upward of 
8,000 men, representing every element of 
Santiago, responded this morning to a 
cal] issued by the chamber of commerce 
inviting them to participate in a demon- 
stration organized to present to the mili- 
ary governor a memorial urging a reduc-

All businéss was suspended during the 
Gemonstration, which was the largest ever 
seen in the city. Lieutenant Henry C. 
Whitehead, Tenth ‘’nited States cavalry, 
who is temporarily representing the com- 
mander of the district, wired the memo- 
rial to Governor General Wood in Ha- 
vana. Senor Marcane, a leading lawyer, 
addressed an immense crowd on the plaza, 
explaining the memorial. He asserted 
that several sugar planters would be un- 
able to grind next year and pay the pres- 
ent wages unless the American duties 
were reduced. 

The people are coming to understand 
that industrial conditions here depend 
upon Cuba's relations with the United 
States, and the opinion was generally ex- 
pressed today that the demonstration was 
but the first expression of a sentiment 
which would soon result in the formation 
cf a strong annexation party, 

Large delegations from all’ parts of the 
province participated in the demonstra- 
tion. 

Dissolution of Convention. 

Havana, October 3.—Governor General 
Wood today issued an order formally dis- 
solving the constitutional convention, 
with the understanding that if its services 
are again desired, he will issue the neces- 
sary call. The salaries and allowances, 
amounting to $15,000, ceased today.

The board of home trustees at their 
meeting yesterday decided that the home 
must be rebuilt at once, and to this end 
a building committee of five was appoint- 
ed to secure and pass on plans for the 
new home and to advertise for bids for its 
construction. 

Following the meeting of the board the 
committee of five met and decided to call 
tu» plans for the new home at once. They 
will ask for plans both on the cottage 
idea and for the rebuilding of the home 
as it stood before the fire. The members 
generally, however, favor replacing the 
home on the cottage plan. 

As soon as the plans are secured the 
building committee will meet and pass 
upon them, selecting the one which meets 
their approval. They will then call for 
bids for the construction of the home 
under the plans chosen, and when the 
bids are received a meeting of the board 
of trustees will be held and prompt steps 
taken to push the work forward without 
delay. Some of the members thought it 
might be almost a year before the new 
home is completed. Others were satis- 
fied that the work could be done within 
six months or less. 

An Address Is Issued. 

The board decided to issue an address 
to the people of Georgia, thanking them 
for their assistance and urging further 
subscriptions to the fund. 

Major W. T. Gary, of Augusta, was 
unanimously elected president pro tem. 
in place of Major Joseph B. Cumming, re- 
signed. 

The only other matter disc ussed by the 
board related to discipline at the home, 
and the rules were amended so as to meet 
certain cases to which attention was 
called by the superintendent. 

The question of rebuilding the home 
was the last matter taken up by the 
board, 

“I move,”’ said Judge Bell,: “that the 
trustees proceed at once to rebuild and 
to reestablish the Soldiers’ home.”’ 

His proposition was earried with a 
hearty unanimity. The board then dis- 
cussed the sort of a committee to be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the matter. It 
was finally decided to appoint a building 
committee of five members of which Pres- 
ident W. L. Calhoun should be the chair- 
man. The members thought this should 
be an entirely new committee and the 
members composing it are those who live 
nearest to Atlanta, so that meetings can 
be more easily held. 

A Building Committee. 

The committee appointed, including 
President Calhoun, is composed of Major 
W. T. Gary, Judge H. W. Bell, Judge 
W. F. Jenkins and Colonel C. M. Wiley. 
It was decided that this committee should 
have plenary power in connection with 
the matters referred to. They will adopt 
a plan upon which the new home shall 
be built. They will then advertise for 
bids and name a time at which these 
bids are to be opened. At that time a 
special meeting of the trustees will be 
called, the bids will be opened and the 
contract awarded.

With the 43 seconds which 
the Irish sloop must allow the American 
boat on account of her larger sail plan, 
the Columbia won the second race of the 
series by 3 minutes, % seconds, 
fastest race ever safled In a cup contest.

THE WIND JUST RIGHT 

FOR RACE OF YACHTS 

The wind today was strong and true, 
blowing around 18 knots out of the north- 
west, and at every point of sailing, ex- 
cept perhaps, running before the wind, 
in which the “defender” has already 
taken the measure of the challenger, the 
Yankee sloop proved herself abler than 
the Watson model. 

From the time she crossed the starting 
line, 1 minute and #4 seconds behind the 
mug-hunter, until she picked up and 
passed the Irish boat, 3 miles after round- 
ing the second mark, Columbia's pace 
was faster and she behaved better than 
her rival. 

Reaching for the first mark, 10 miles 
down the Long Island shore, with the 
wind abaft the beam, she gathed 22 sec- 
onds. In the closer reach for the s€cond 
stake she gained 3 seconds and in the 
thresh to windward, on the leg home, she 
gained exactly 2 minutes. 

Not perhaps as thrilling as the remark- 
able contest of last Saturday, today’s 
race was, nevertheless, stirring from 
start to finish and as a marine spectacie 
it could hardly have been surpassed. tt 
was an ideal October day at sea. There’ 
was just enough frostiness to clear the 
atmosphere and make the whole course 
visible from shore. 

The Yankee victory began with the 
start. when the crafty Barr, by a system 
of maneuvering, convinced his adver- 
sary that he was trying to cross the line 
first. Captain Sycamore promptly took 
the bait and rushing his boat into posxt- 
tion. sent her away almost in the smoke 
of the gun. Thereupon, Captain Barr, 
having accomplished his purpose, tacked 
about buck of the line and held off for 
more than a minute. Then, with a flying 
start, he went over just before the handi- 


'cap gun was fired. Some of the patriots 


were disappointed until the experts ex- 
plained that there was no windward 
berth in a reach, where the boats could 
lay their course straight for the mark 
and that the position astern, where Barr 
could keep his eye on ever move of his 
rival, was the commanding one. He could 
watch Sycamore like a hawk, knowing 
that when the gap between them was 
elosed the race was his. .For the first 
15 miles no human eye could tell which 
ship, if either, was gaining, so closely 
were they matched.

As the yachts approached the 
outer mark a_i stream of signal 
flags . were set up. on the rev- 
enue cutter Gresham, the flagship of 
the patrol fleet, instructing them in the 
universal language of the sea to change 
Girection by the right flank. The patrol 
boats swung around to line west and 
charged.down upon the excursion fleet. 
The Jatter, with bells. clanging in the en- 
gine rooms for moré speed, turned tall 
and: the whole fieet rushed madly to lee- 
' Ward of the last leg of the course. 

COLUMBIA GAINED FAST 
rans OVER THE SHAMROCK 

Leaving the first mark on the starboard 
hand* the racers gybed over their big 
- boOms and went-careening for'the sdcond 
'. mark, the Columbia gaining slowly but 
~~ gurely. They had covered the first 10 
_,, Miles in 4 little over fifty minutes. When 
' they swung around the second stake boat 
they took in their baby jib topsails and 
hauled ‘their wind for the beat home. Both 
yachts heeled until their underbodies were 
lifted high over the water and their ke 
;. Falls, dipped a foot into the swirling bil- 
-,lowa. In five minutes after rounding the 
‘second mark it was apparent that the 
.Columbia was footing faster and point- 
-ing higher. She went through Shamrock’s 
lee Mke a quarter horse. The rush of the 
leviathans on the final track was mag- 
nificent. The excursion boats, black with 
people from gunwale to pilot house, gath- 
ered about the finish in a great horse 
shoe. As the white flyer came on with a 
big bone in her teeth, well in the lead, 
“the patriotic skippers, with their hands 
on their whistle cords, could hardly re- 
strain themselves. As she swept. across 
the finish the din was soul-destroying. 
Whistles split the ear and steam sirens 
wailed, drowning the crash of the bands 
and the cheers of the people. The con- 
cert of sound was terrific. Until after 
the gallant Shamrock, beaten, but not dis- 
graced, crossed a minute and eighteen 
séconds later, whistles and sirens were 
kept going. When they died away the 
bands could be heard playing ‘‘Columbia, 
Gem of the Ocean,’’ Yankee Doodle’ and 
other patriotic airs. 

Sir Thomas, in the Erin, did not ap- 
proach within half a mile of the finish 
line. He had seen his high hopes blasi- 
ed and presumably did not care to be in 
at the jubilation over the defeat of his 
champion. But like a good. game sports- 
man, after the Columbia went over the 
line, he ran the Amer‘ lau flag up to the 
fore peak and ‘ired a salute in its honor. 

The rival crews cheered each other as 
they were towed home behind their tend- 
prs and escorted by the whole excursion 
fleet. 

Within half an hour after the conclusion 
of the race the committee boat, in accord- 
ance with the agreement to race daily 
from now on, set the signal for a race to- 
morrow. 

Sir Thomas Lipton, although plainly de- 
pressed at the result of the race, stood 
brayely at the gangway of the Erin and 
bade cordial adieu to his guests. He also 
_eritertained a large party of yachtsmen 


“and ladies who visited the Erin after the 


day’s ‘guests had departed. 
“"T am very much disappointed at the 


oresult,” said Sir Thomas, “and the only: 


. eorsolation I have is that I know I’ve 
been Heked by a good, honorable oppe- 
I know that the wind ‘was true, 


fluke.’’ 

Sir Thomas said that what he was most 
Jisappointed about was the defeat of the 

. Shamrock in the windward work. ‘We 
were all so sure she would do well in that, 
and in such a breeze, but she seemed t6 
pound’ too much.’ He added that there 
would be no changes in the trim of the 
sails of the Shamrock. 
DETAILS OF THE GREAT 
RACE OF THE TWO YACHTS 

The tow out of the racers from their 
anchorage to the starting line was de- 
void of interest. There was no heavy 
swell to cause skippers anxiety about 
their bobstays. Thus it was that the 
Shamrock set the largest of her club top- 
sails, and nothing daunted, the Colum- 
bia followed suit. When the preparatory 
gun was fired it was clearly evident that 
the Columbia cared little for the start, 
which was made to leeward on a close 
reach, the triangular course offering no 
benefit whatever to the craft first away. 
There was no true battle for position. - 

The committee boat Navigator dropped 
anchor in her usual place south of the 
lightship at 10:30, and at that time both 
yachts in tow, under bare poles, headed 
up -in the wind and hoisted their main- 
sails. Their headsails were already in 
stops. The Shamrock was first to cast 
loose from her tug and a moment later 
the headsails were broken out from their 
stops and she made a clean run for the 
lightship. The Columbia, which had been 
hugging the easterly end of the line, eased 
off sheets and stood for-the mark. Sig- 
nals already hoisted from the committee 
boat that the course would be triangular, 
which: meant that there would be two 
close reaches and one dead beat. to wind- 
ward for home. 

The .yachts. heeled to a seupper breeze 
when the preparatory gun was fired at 
10:45 o'clock. The Columbia far to the 
eastward stood down before wind for the 
line, meanwhile the Shamrock was cir- 
cling round the lightship. Before the 
warning gun was fired ten minutes after 
the preparatory signal, Columbia -was 
ahead and not wanting to cross the line 
too early, luffed up with her headsails 
shaking until she almost stood still. This 
put the Shamrock in the better position, 
and wearing close round she crossed the 
line almost with the gun, while the Co- 
lumbia elected to cross considerably 
more than one minute behind. Many ex- 
perts thought that the Columbia would be 
handicapped, but Barr was on the alert 
and sent her across in time to save him- 
self. 

With the wind forward on the port 
beam and with a tiny jibtopsail set on the 
Shamrock and a much larger and better 
pulling sail on the Columbia, the yachts 
started out on the first leg of the triangle, 
Dufing the first few minutes it was im- 
possible to say whether the Columbia was

gaining or not. In the gusts. of wind 
she seemed to heel over less than the 


slightly higher course. The wind, though 
holding true from north-northwest, varied 
in violence. Occasionally a heavy squall 
would strike one of the racers, causing 
her to heel, but taking the mean of the 
puffs, neither could be said to have been 
more favorable. It soon became apparent 
that the race was to be sailed in very 
quick time. The gain of the Columbia, 
which the turn of the first mark proved 
she had made, was almost imperceptible. 
Toward the mark the wind freshened. 
The Columbia, with a lesser sail spread, 
seemed to stand ~stiffer than her rival, 
but there was little to choose between 
them. They smothered along toward the 
mark, and when they rounded it the Co- 
lurnbia had gained only 22 seconds. The 
gybe an both craft was well done. Under 
the same sail as they started they both 
stood for the second mark. The wind 
piped stronger, and in the strongest of 
the puffs the Shamrock had to luff a lit- 
tle to ease her to the force of the breeze. 
"The Columbia, on the contrary, was al- 
lowed to feel the full power of every 
Squall, never being eased, and it was this 
that helped her ahead. In spite of the 
larger sail spread of her antagonist, she 
was never left behind,’ but kept up with 
the challenger. It became apparent at 
the time that the Columbia had sailed 
over one-half.of the second leg that she 
had saved her time and was, barring ac- 
cidents, winning. Her skipper, instead of 
nursing her through the squalls, let her 
fee] the strength of them, while the 
Shamrock’s larger spread of sail caused 
} her to make imperative luffs or else carry 
|away something. In a reaching breeze 
closer and finer sailing perhaps never 
There were frequent occasions 
when the collapse of a topmast seemed 
almost due. But everything hung on. 
Now the second mark was in sight, and 
at 12:45 jibtopsails were downed on both 
yachts and they luffed round it, Sham- 
rock in the lead, but the. watches showing 
Columbia's gain on this leg to be 30 
seconds. , 

It was now a dead heat to windward to 
the finish line. The Columbia was now 
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'the leading craft from the mathematical 


point of view. She had gained on both 


‘legs and also had her time allowance of 


43 seconds to help her. Thus, if she 
could hold her own to the finish the race 
was hers. In rounding the mark the 
boats split tacks, Shamrock standing on 
the starboard tack for a few hundred 
yards. Columbia went on the port tack 
for a while, and then at 1:06 Doth were 
On the starboard tack. Then began a 
splendid thresh to windward. The Co- 
lumbia outpointed the Shamrock, but the 
challenger seemed to be go.ng a little 
faster. At 1:15 the Columbia ran like a 
streak of lightning throurh the, lee of the 
Shamrock, luffed out across her bow and 
for the first time in the race she was 
leading and the windward boat. 

At 1:20 both yachts went on the port 
tack, standing toward the Long Island 
shore. There was little or no difference 
between them on this board. At 1:57 both 
went on the starboard tack for the finish 
line. Then came the biggest puff of all. 
The Shamrock had three or four strakes 
of the deck under water, but ran risks, 
hoping to diminish her defeat, or even to 
win. But it was in vain. She made up a 
little of her leeway, but the Columbia 
crossed the line a winner and time to 
spare, 
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DISAPPOINTMENT IN LONDON. 


Favora 


Confident of Victory. 

London, October 3.~—10:10 p. m.—The ex- 
tent ‘of Great Britain's disappointment 
at the defeat today of the Shamrock II 
can be thoroughly appreciated only by 
those who saw the thousands of specta- 
tors lining the embankment. Almost to 
a man they were expectant of victory. 
The early editions of the afternoon news- 
papers announcing that it was the Sham- 
rock Il’s.weather had keyed up hopes 
here almost to a pitch of certainty and 
many people entertained the idea that 
the depression over South African affairs 
might be relieved by a victory of Sham- 
rock II. The latter’s lead in the early 
part of the race so a@trengthened the im- 
pression that London threatened a repe- 
tition of Mafeaing night. The crowds 
greeted the prreen lights on the towers 
and on the launches which paraded the 
Thames with wild delight. But Colum- 
bia’s red slowly crept up and motor cars 
with megaphones dashed up and down the 
embankment proclaiming Columbia's 
lead. The yachts in the Thames reversed 
the position of their lights and those on 
the signal towers were changed. The 
crowds were mute, awaiting the final 
messages. America’s cup dinners were 
advertised at the embankment hotels and 
overlooking the river many fashionable 
people dined, watching the moving lights 
until red, from all sides, was flashed out. 
“Columbia wins,’’ was shouted through 
the hotel corridors and the throngs dis- 
persed. 

A curious feature of the race was the 
announcement of the result in London 
over two minutes before it actually oc- 
cured off Sandy Hook. This was due to 
anews agency message timed Sandy Hook 
2:06 p. m., saying that Columbia had won, 
followed by others giving alleged de- 
tails, all bearing times previous to the 
official and unofficial records of the 
yachts crossing the line. Reuter’s Tele- 
gram Company received the first genuine 
message announcing the result. 

For Britishers all interest has now de- 
parted from the international yacht races. 
Their only desire is to get the matter 
ended. “If we are to be thrashed again,” 
says The Daily Chronicle, ‘‘we had rather 
take our gruel at once with all the hu- 
mor at our command.”’ 

In short, the editorials published this 
morning do not make the slightest at- 
tempt to explain the defeat. They frank- 
ly admit that the Shamrock II was beat- 
en in her own weather and under condi- 
tions most favorable to her and they 
congratulate America upon being pos- 
sessed of the better boat. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ remarks The 
Daily Graphic, “‘on none of the former 
occasions when the boats have met has 
the Shamrock II ever been so far in front 
of the Columbia as to have héer time al- 
lowance in hand.”’ 

The Daily Mail says: 

“The Columbia has demonstrated her 
superiority on all points of sailing.”’

Lieutenant Doyle Testifled That 
Commander Ordered All 
the Signals That Day 


HOWELL WOODWARD'S POST 
DURING THE ENGAGEMENT 


Doyle Says He Relieved the Young 
Atlantan Who Had Charge of 
the Controller on Brook- 
lyn Off Santiago. 

Other Witnesses. 


Washington, October 3.—After Lieuten- 
ant Doyle, formerly of Commodore 
Schley’s flagship, the Brooklyn, had 
completed his testimony before the Schley 
court of inquiry today, Captain William 
C. Dawson, of the marine corps, was 
called, and he was followed by Lieutenant 
Charles W. Dyson, of the bureau of steam 
engineering of the navy department. 

Lieutenant Dyson was introduced to 
testify concerning the coal supply of the 
flying squadron, but the court adjourned 
for the day before he could be heard. 

At the opening of court Lieutenant 
Doyle resumed his testimony. Mr. Ray- 
nor asked: 

“What was Admiral 
and bearing at any time either during 
the bombardments or during the battle 
of July 3 when his ship“was under fire?’’ 

“He always struck me as béing just 
about as well possessed as it was possible 
for anybody to be under those circum- 
stances.”’ 

Mr. Raynor then asked the witness 
whether on July 2, 1898, he had observed 
smoke coming from Santiago harbor over 
Zocopa hill. 

Captain Lemly objected, contending that 
the certain effect of such questions would 
be to open the gates for interminable 
inquiry and that if one side should enter 
upon such questions the other side also 
must be allowed to do so. They did not 
object excent for the reason of the time 
involved. 

Mr. Raynor was then permitted to ask 
his question, which he did in the follow- 
ing words: 

“Was the smoke observed on July 2 by 
Sommodore Schley communicated to the 
squadron?” 

The reply was: “Smoke was observed 
rising in the harbor on July 2, and my 
impression now is, and always has been 
since that night, that that information 
was conveyed to the commander in 
chief.”’ 

The witness was then requested to give 
a brief account of the part taken by the 
Brooklyn in the battle of July 3, which 
he did, repeating much that he had said 
yesterday. 

SHOWS THE POSITION 
HOWELL WOODWARD HAD 

After stating the preliminaries, Lieu- 
tenant Doyle related his observations of 
the battle in the following language: 

“I fired the left gun first, and Hallizan 
shortly afterwards fired the right one. 
Then we began to load the guns again. 
It was necessary then, after loading the 
guns a second time, to turn the turret 
directly ahead, as our ship was appa- 
rently shutting the enemy out by turn- 
ing with a starboard helm. Immediately 
after firing that left gun the second 
time the order was to man the starboard 
battery. I got out of the turret through 
the roof, that being the most convenient 
way of getting out, and crossed over to 
the starboard turret. As I was going 
into the starboard turret I had an op- 
portunity to see the Spanish ships. They 
were then a little on our starboard bow. 
As soon as I had cLarge of the controller, 
which up to this time had been in charge 
of Mr. Woodward, I swung the turret 
around on to the starboard bow. In the 
meantime some of our forward guns had 
fired. The volume of smoke was so great 
that it must Nave come from one of the 
8-inch guns of the forward turret, so I 
was entirely shut out from seeing the 
enemy. While the guns were in this po- 
sition Mr. Mason, our executive officer, 
passed down the _ starboard gangway, 
calling, ‘Sharp on the starboard quarter.’ 
The interval of time from the time the 
guns were on the starboard bow, or 
starboard quarter, I think must have 
been two minutes,- I swung the guns 
around to the starboard quarter and 
then we picked up the enemy. The range 
at which I fired, to the best of my mem- 
ory, was about 1,400 vards, and from 
then on it was a constant fire, training 
the guns until we finally got them on 
the starboard beam. The range increased 
up to 2;000 yards, and during the run 
after being parallel with the Spanish 
ships, the range varied from about 2,300 
to 1,800. I think when the Viscaya went 
on shore the range tuen was about 1,800 
yards. Just immediately before she turn- 
ed in she made a sheer with her star- 
board helm, apparently coming toward 
us, and then immediately put helm 
around the other way and went inshore. 
From then on it was a chase after the 
Colon.”’ 

Describing the chase of the Colon, Li@éu- 
tenant Doyle said the Spanish shin had 
secured a lead of five or six miles,

“The order was given to cease firing 
and to come out of the turrets and take 
a ‘spell’ during the chase of the Colon. 
The Oregon, durine that chase and while 
we were on the top of the turret, was di- 
rected to try her 13-inch guns on the 
chase, which she did and the shots fell 
short. In a little while they were tried 
again and came a little closér.”’ 

Admiral Dewev: ‘Directed by whom?’ 

“By Commodore Schley, sir, by wig- 
wag signal, as I remember it.”’ 

Admiral Dewey: “You saw that signal?’’ 

“Yes, sir. I saw the signal being made.”’ 

Admiral Benham: “Did you read the 
signal?’’ 

“T did not, but I understood what it 
was, and if I am not mistaken it was 
McCauley, an ensign we had on board, 
who made the signal himself.’’ 

Lieutenant Doyle, during cross-exami- 
nation, said that while he had seen the 
shore lights at night at Cienfuegos he 
had never suspected tnat they were sig- 
nals. He told of seeing three horsemen 
on the shore during the day time. “We 
regarded them as Spanish cavalry,’’ he 
said, “and they were so brazen that some 
one suggested that we should stir them 
up a bit, but we did not fire at them.’’

Was any entry made 
in the log of the occurrence?” 

“I find none.”’ 

Captain Lemly asked what efforts had 
been made by the flying squadron to dis- 
cover the whereabouts of the Spanish 
fleet while the squadron lay off Cienfuegos 
before the arrival of Captain McCalla. 
The witness replied that there had been 
no effort except in making inquiries of 
the captain of the British vessel Adula. 
THOUGHT SPANIARDS

Captain Lemly then asked for an ©x- 
planation of what the witness meant 
yesterday when he s@id he thought that 
just after the beginning of the battle of 
July 3 there was a prospect of a ‘‘melee.’’ 

“I thought,” résponded the witness, 
“that the ships were coming right to- 
ward us. I thought they would get into 
us and I.thought we would have a mix- 
up, as they were only about 1,400 yards 
distant,’’ 

Judge Advocate: Dou you mean sat 
that the course of the Brooklyn took her 
across the Spanish line and that she 
necessarily maneuvered so as to make a 
turn to avoid that?’ 

“That is what I mean.”’ 

‘What orders were given by signal 
from the Brooklyn to the fleet during the 
action of July 3?’ 

“T do not know exeept what I have al- 
ready testified to about the wigwag.”’ 

Lieutenant Commander Clifford J. 
Boush, who had made for the court the 
large charts of the position of the ves- 
sels of the American squadron while off 
Santiago, was called to identify these 
charts and to state the data upon which 
they were prepared. 

Captain William C. Dawson said that 
he had noticed the Brooklyn when that 
vessel turned to the southward. He had 
supposed the ship was injured and had 
gone out of action. He thought she went 
2,000 yards or more to the south. 

Lieutenant Tywsdn took the stand and 
shortly afterwards the court adjourned.

Coaling Ships at Sea. 

The problem of coaling ships at sea has 
been a vexed one for years in all the na- 
vies of the world. When, about eighteen 
months ago, Spencer Miller, a young en- 
gineer of this city, successfully demon. 
strated with his invention of an overhead 
cableway that in one hour more than 20 
tons of coal] could be safely transported 
from the collier Marcellus to the battle- 
ship Massachusetts while the former ves- 
sel was being towed by the latter to sea 
at a speed of 6 knots, his appliance was 
hailed with delight by naval officers. It 
was adopted by the navy department and 
several ships were ordered equipped with 
the apparatus. 

Since that time the machine has been so 
improved that at the official trials ordered 
by the British government, to take place 
in the English channel! early next month, 
it is expected that 40 tons an hour will be 
deposited while traveling at a speed of 10 
knots an hour, 

A pair of shears was formerly required 
upon the after deck of the towing vessel, 
and a canvas chute, down which the bags 
of coal were dropped. All this has recent- 
ly been done away with. The winches 
operating the cableway are now trans- 
ferred to the warship, and when the load 
of bags reaches a point immediately over 
the after deck of the réceiving vessel all 
the cables are pulled down to the deck, 
the loaded bags deposited, the empties 
hooked on and the cables tautened up 
again. 

There are plainly several advantages in 
having the operating machinery on board 
the warship, the chief one being the abil- 
ity of that vessel to control the entire 
apparatus. The engineer may be sta- 
tioned, for instance, in the military top, 
where he can see thé bags of coal at all 
parts of their transit. 

In the case of a captured “collier, or 
supply ship, all her cargo, or any part.of 
it, may be sent on board of the war ship 
without the vessels coming alongside each 
other—always a dangerous operation at 
sea. Naval experts agree that it will te 
possible to transport provisions and even 
ammunition by this method. 

The Russian government is considering 
the advisability of equipping its new bat- 
tle ship, the Retvizan, now in course of 
construction at Cramp’s ship yard in 
Philadelphia, with the winches and other 
apparatus necessary for coaling ships at 
sea. The Italian and French governments, 
it is said, are also about to adopt the 
cableway for their war ships. 


Smuggling on Frontier. 

A whole Italian girls’ boarding school 
has been imprisoned for smuggling at 
Masliianico, on the Swiss frontier The 
teachers were in the habit of taking the 
forty girls out on daily tramps in pro- 
cession, walking two and two.

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Convention at Des Moines Re-

NEW SET OF TRADE RULES 


What Is Required of Purchasers by 
Mail—Bucket Shops Condemn- 
ed—Big Fight Over the 
Use of Sulphur in 
Grain, Etc. 


Des Moines, Iowa, October 3.—The con- 
vention of the National Grain Dealers’ 
Association adjourned tonight, after re- 
electing its old officers, recommending 
Memphis, Tenn., as the place for the next 
convention and adopting resolutions 
memorializing congress to amend the in- 
terstate commerce law, condemning 
bucket shops ani recommending the re- 
organization of the government crop 8ér- 
vice, and its cooperation with the Na- 
tional Hay Dealers’ - Association.

A big fight in the convention and a 
probable split in the association was 
averted by the refusal of the committee 
on resolutions to incorporate into its re- 
port a resolution prepared by a committee 
from the Chicago board of trade con- 
demning the use of sulphur in doctoring 
grain. This resolution met such a severe 
opposition from so many of the dealers, 
both from Chicago and elsewhere, that a 
compromise was effected by the adoption 
of the bucket shop resolution and shelv- 
ing the sulphur. 

The convention adopted in full the ar- 
bitration scheme reported by the arbi- 
tration committee. It also adopted a new 
set of trade rules requiring purchasers 
to mail confirmation by card or wire bids, 
defining ‘immediate,’ “quick” and 
‘prompt’? shipment; requiring purchasers 
to wire billing instructions for immediate 
or quick shipments and mail billing ih- 
structions for prompt shipments; requir- 
ing sellers to notify purchaser on last 
day before expiration of time specified, 
if he will be unable to fill the sale; mak- 
ing seller liable to demurrage charges; 
requiring sellers to deliver grain fully 
up to sample; requiring sellers to load 
in accordance with rules of originating 
roads: sender to prepay all telegrams; 
surplus shipments to be handled accord- 
ing to rules of markets to which shipped; 
no grain sold on regular market terms to 
be forwarded by purehaser to interior

in the imprisonment in Sing Sing of John 
Y. McKane, a famous political boss, and 
the imprisonment in the penitentiary of 
twenty other offenders, the complete de- 
struction of the political power of Mc-

abuses by the legislative incorporation 
of Gravesend in the city of Brooklyn. 

In the same year he opposed the nomi- 
nation of David B. Hill for governor and 
organized independent democracy. The 
next year he was the candidate of the 
independent democracy for mayor of 
Brooklyn, and defeated Frederick W. 
Wurster, the republican nominee, by 
nearly 67,000 votes. 

He opposed the nomination of William 


_Jennings Bryan for the presidency in 


1896 and became a delegate to the gold 
democratic convention in Indianapolis. 
He was a supporter of Seth Low in 1.97 
in the latter’s race for mayor of Greater 
New York and the ensuing year backed 
Augustus Van Wyck for governor. 

In 1299 he jofned the Bryan faction of 
the democracy and made peace with 
Hugh McLaughlin. The next year he 
made several speeches in support of 
Bryan and presided at a Bryan mass 
meeting in Madison Square garden. 

This year he announced his intention 
of. throwing his support to Comptroller 
Bird S. Coler for mayor and refused to 
run until Mr. Coler resigned and de- 
clared that he wou.d aid in the election 
of Mr. Shepard. He was therefore se- 
lected to make the race for mayor 
against Seth Low, the candidate of the 
republicans, independents and anti-Tam- 
many democrats.

Witness Says Stock of Government 
Officials Was Not Intended for 
Any Influence They Might 
Use—Explains the 
Letter.

Washington, October 3.—Lieutenant 
Colonel Heistand, the principal in the 
case, took the stand in the hemp investi- 
gation todav. lie said at a meeting of sev- 
eral persa@s interested he (Heistand) 
had said that he wanted some friends to 
have an opportunity to take stock in the 
company, mentioning the names of Gen- 
eral Corbin, Assistant Secretary Meikle- 
john and Assistant Secretary Allen. 
Major Hawkes mentioned the name of 
Assistant Attorney General Boyd. Wit- 
ness broached the matter to General Cor- 
bin, who then seemed to think favorably 
of the proposition, but subsequently told 
witness he corfld not go into the company. 
General Corbin had said that it would be 
all right for .seistand to go into it, but 
did not think it would be proper for him 
(Corbin) to do so. That had ended his 
discussion of the subject with General 
Corbin. Mr. Allen had told witness that 
if the plan of organization was all right 
and proper he would take some stock. 
Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn had re- 
sponded to his proposition in about the 
Same manner. They were assured their 
names were not to be used for-«advertising 
purposes, and there was no intimation 
that they were to receive the stock for 
nothing. 


Colonel Heistand then related his recol-. 


lection of the ‘‘To Whom it May Concern” 
letter, how it was written and how the 
signatures were obtained. He said the 
letter did not contain the titles of Meikle- 
john, Boyd and himself. Witness said he 
went to Hawkes and obtained the letter 
because it was being used in New York 
to indicate that government officials 
were promoters of the enterprise. When 
he withdrew this letter from Major 
Hawkes Couionel Heistand said he had 
told Hawkes that he wanted nothing 
more to do with him or the hemp com- 
pany. 

The cablegram which Heistand sent to 
General Otis, asking about a site for a 
hemp factory, it was shown, had been 
Sent as an official dispatch, and’ the re- 
ply also came as an official dispatch, both 
paid for by the government.

SEVEN ARTICLES WERE 
ADOPTED YESTERDAY 


Woman’s Auxiliary of the Board of 
Missions Began Its Convention 
Yesterday at San Fran- 
cisco—Proceedings of ‘4 


Convention. 


San Francisco, October 3.—In conjunc- 
tion with the opening of the triennial 
convention of the Episcopal church of 
America today, a thanksgiving service 
was held in Grace church, at which the 
missionary offering of the women’s aux- 
lliary, amounting to $104,295, was pre- 
sented. It was received with heartfelt 
expressions of thanks, 

The sessions of the convention were de- 
voted strictly to business. After the an- 
nouncement of the standing committees, 
discussion on the proposed amendments to 
the constitution was begun and con- 
tinued with much earnestness until even- 
ing. The result of the day’s work was 
the adoption of the first seven articles 
which were proposed in' the general con- 
vention of 1898. One of the changes made 
in the old constitution pertains to mat- 
ters of church government. 

Several resoiutions were introduced and 
referred to the committee on the prayer 
book. They were in reference to a change 
in the title page of the prayer book, by 
Rev. B, R. W. Taylor, suggesting the in- 
sertion of the words: “Holy Catholic 
church according to the use of,’’ before 
the words ‘Protestant Episcopal church 
in the United States of America.” 

Amendments to the constitution were 
then taken up. The first resolution, cov- 
ering the title by vote of diocese, was 
unanimously adopted. Dr. Egar, of cen- 
tral New York, moved the adoption of 
the resolution covering the adoption of 
article 1, consisting of six, sections, and 
addressed to the house.” After a long 
discussion, article 1 was adopted by the 
following vote: Clerical, in favor of, 31; 
dioceses, opposed 20; divided, 8; lay dele- 
gates, in favor of, 33; opposed, 19; di- 
vided, 1. 

Article 2, containing four sections, was 
next adopted. It provides the manner of 
electing diocesean and missionary bishops 
and requiring a priest to have attained 
the age of 35 years before consecration, 
regulating the exercise of the episcopal 
office of bishop, practically as in the old 
constitution. ‘ 

Article 3, providing that bishops may 
be consecrated for foreign lands upon due 
application therefrom, ‘with the appro- 
tion of a majority of the bishops of the 
church, was adopted nearly unanimously. 

Article 5, providing for standing com- 
mittees in dioceses and for their duties 
and powers not heretofore provided, a 
place in the constitution of the general 
church, was adopted. 

Article 5, providing for the erection of 
new dioceses from missionary jurisdic- 
tions by the division of existing dioceses, 
and by the junction of two or more dio- 
ceses, was passed until next Tuesday. 

Article 6, providing the establishment 
of missionary districts, simply makes 
constitutional a law which had been be- 
fore only a canon law. It was adopted 
ys, Be unanimous vote.

Dr. Egar then moved the adoption of 
article 7, which provides for the consti- 
tion of provinces in such manner and 
under such conditions, and with such 
powers as shall be provided by canon of 
the general conventions, provided, how- 
ever, that no diocese shall be included 
in a province without its consent.

Geysers Are Disappearing. 

Edwin Hinckley Barbour, professor of 
geology in the University of Nebraska, 
thinks the geysers in Yellowstone park 
are disappearing. “The rapid decline of 
the geyser phenomena in the Yellowstone 
national park,’’ he says, “‘seems to be but 
little understood, but to those who will 
visit the spot frequently the changes seem 
startling, and to the geologist alarmingly 
rapid. If one may judge from impres- 
sions, it seems safe to assume that, if the 
decline in geyser activity noted during 
the last four years should con- 
tinue for the coming eight or 
ten years, the features which most 
impress the geologist will have dis- 


appeared. As a warning, every geologist 
who intends visiting the park should not 
postpone the trip a year, but should visit

Insurance and Banking Commission- 
er Is Now a Possibility.

DEATH OF MRS. W, F. SLATON 


Estimable Lady Dies After Long Pe- 
riod of Feeble Health. 


MANY WILL MOURN DEATH 


Mrs. Slaton Was of Distinguished 
Ancestry—Funeral Arrange- 
ments Not Yet Announced, 


Mrs. W. F.. Slaton, wife of Major W. F. 
Slaton, died at her residence, 336 Court- 
land street, yesterday afternoon at 4:90 
o’clock. She had been in feeble health for 
many years, but for the last six months 
her strength had rapidly declined and 
much anxiety has been felt that she 
would not recover.

Perfumed and adorned with 
sumptuous ornaments, the bride-elect, 
thinking she was dreaming. got into a 
superb carriage, and escorted by eunuchs 
on horseback, arrived at Yildiz, where 
immediately the valide sultana sum- 
moned her to her presence and gave her 
the customary instructions. However, 
notwithstanding the precipitation with 
which they had brought her. to the pal- 
ace, it was only on the fourth day that 
Meste Alem was ushered into the pres- 
ence of the master. 

Whether his caprice had passed or the 
young girl appeared less beautiful, or 
that he no longer recognized her in her 
new attire, his majesty frowned on seeing 
her, and said in an abrupt and angry 
tone: “That’s not the one; send her 
away.”’ 

Trembling, burning with shame and 
hurt to the inmost recesses of her dawn- 
ing pride, raised one moment so high to 
fall again so low and in such a brutal 
manneg, the poor girl was taken back to 
the Princess Zekkie. She became melan- 
choly, pined away and soon died. 

According to the religious law, no Mus- 
sulman may marry more than four legit- 
imate wives. In addition to these four 
wives he ntiy have as many slaves 
(djarie) as his means permit—concubines 
whose children are as legitimate as thoss 
of the wives. According to very ancient 
custom, the sultan never marries a girl 
of high rank, but selects his four wives 
only among his slaves. 


Red Tape of the Harem. 


If it happens that among all his slaves 
the sultan takes a fancy to one in par- 
ticular the latter becomes gueuzde (lit- 
erally, she who has struck the eye). On 
leaving the imperial alcove the gueuzde 
is promoted to the rank of ikbal (giori- 
fied). If the ikbal gives birth to a child 
she becomes kadine, or lady, and takes 
rank as princess in the harem. She then 
occupies a special apartment and has a 
large suite of slaves and eunuchs at- 
tached to her person. But the kadine is 
not yet a wife and can only become so 
if a vacancy occurs by the death of one 
of the first four wives of the sultan, and 
if the latter is willing to honor her with 
the title of kadine-consort. It,would be 
natural to suppose that the sultan, pos- 
sessing so well populated a seraglio, 
would be the father of a large family, 
but such is not the case. The number of 
his children is relatively small, being ac- 
tually only thirteen. Above all the ka-~- 
dines is the valide sultana, who is a Sort 
of feminine reflection of the sultan. She 
reigns absolutely over the harem. A Ka- 
dine may never under any pretext leave 
the imperial seragiio. This is not so in 
the case of an odalisque or of a mere 
ikbal who has had no children. The liat- 
ter may be presented by the sultan to a 
favorite or to some great and

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Often the padishah makes a gift of this 
kind to get rid of a woman of whom he 
is tired, or whose presence in the palace 
seems useless to him; sometimes, how- 
ever, a more sinister design is hidden un- 
der this gracious favor, and the woman 
thus offered may be sent on a terrible 
mission to the man of whom she becomes 
the wife. More often still these women 
are distributed among the harems of sus- 
pected persons and charged with the 
wretched duty’of spying. If itt happens 
that the woman becomes attached to her 
new master and does not carry out her 
instructions she loses the right to. re- 
enter the imperial harem. To be able to 
return into ‘“‘The Garden of Felicity” and 
be in favor there she must render ser- 
vices. This, in the slang of the harem, 
is ealled “getting your passport.” 
times Abdul Hamid discovers for himself 
what he desires to know. For instance, 
having noticed one day a young slave 
who was washing the handke of 
her mistress, a kadine, he took a sudden 
fancy to her and had her brought to his 
presence. He promised her the rank of 
princess on condition that she reveal to 
him what the ladies of the harem thought 
of him. Thus encouraged the new favor- 
ite did not delay in satisfying her nias- 
ter’s curiosity, and told him that the Ka- 
dine, his mistress. thoucht him old and 
foolish. Edified, Abdul Hamid placed the 
young slave above her mfhtress, now dis- 
graced, saying: “Thus will I act toward 
all those who have not in their hearts 
what they have on their lips.”’ 

The seragiio of the Sultan Mediid was 
formerly ‘the theater of Indescribable or- 
gies, the women being badly looked after 
and having no hand to restrain them. 
His successor, Abdul Aziz, jealous as a 
tiger. introduced reform, but the imnerial 
harem has never been conducted so 
strictly, so exclusively or so ¥, 
so to speak, as under the present sultan. 
An intrigue in the Yildiz at the present 
time is an impoasib'lity. Imprisoned with- 
in a double row of high and thick walis 
tHe women of the seraglio live In an ex- 
traordinary world of their own to which 
no man, except the Grand Turk, has ever 
access. 

Fear Not, Love Rules. 


_ Abdul Hamid prefers pretty and grace- 
ful women to those of regular and strik- 
ing beauty. In this his taste differs from 
that of most Orientals, who have a pre- 
dilection for majestic and heavy forms. 
The sultan ‘ts feared rather than tloved 
by his odalisques. He is. however, kind 
and attentive to them when his mind is 
temporarily freé from it» usual anxieties 
and worries, and at such times he has 
even succeeded in inspiring some of them 
with feelings of affection. , 

At times he condescends to enter into 
conversation wth his favorites, with 
whom he has no difficulty in passing for 
a man of great brilliancy. They are all 
densely ignorant women, and the super- 
ficial education they have received ren- 
ders them childishly naive. He enter- 
tains them with the political news and 
gossip of the day and tells them anec- 
dotes of foreign courts, of which he is 
very fond himself, and this is the only 
idea of history they possess. | 

Dancing, in all the forms that it as- 
sumes in the Orient, is very popular in the 
harem and is the principal mode of 
amusement—Turkish dances :-to the ac- 
companiment of timbrels, tambourines, or 
a chorus of languorous voices; and as- 
sian, Egyptian and Arabian ' The 
favorites often find amusement in the 
dancing of their slaves.

President Roosevelt replied good na- 
turedly that May, 1902, is a long way off, 
and he could not very well pledge him- 
self to visit Savannah on the occasion 
mentioned.

mit, he will try and avail himself of the 
Invitation so cordially extended. Colonel 
Lester replied tbat he appreciated the 
fact that the invitation might be consid- 
ered a little early, but Savannah is anx- 
fous to welcome the president whenever 
it may please his convenience. It is pos- 
sible that President Roosevelt may make 
a trip south at an earlier period, and if 
he does -so he will surely include Savan- 
nah in his itin: -ary. 

Representative Lester, acrompanied by 
Mrs. Lester, expects to return to Savan- 
nah tomorrow. 

Representative Maddox, who is here 
looking after some departmental busi- 
ness, called at the white house today, 
paid his respects to the president and 
had a friendly chat on general topics. 

Alexander R. Lawton, of Savannah, who 
Was a college mate of President Roose- 
velt, called at the white house today by 
special appointment. He said his mission 
was puregy personal. 

President Roosevelt’s policy as to ap- 
pointments in the south will soon be man- 
ifested, as there are several important 
vacancies in that section to fill. The most 
prominent among them is the federal 


judgeship of the middle district of Ala- 
bama. The vacancy was caused by the 
recent death of Judge Brifce. Another ap- 
pointment is that of a collector of inter- 
nal revenue for South Carolina, in which 
state the growing liberality in political 
sentiment is led by Senator McLaurin. 

Ex-Representative Willis Brewer, of 
Alabama, saw President Roosevelt today 
. regarding the vacancy on the _ federal 
bench of that state. Mr. Brewer recom- 
mended the appointment of Judge Antho- 
ny D. Sayres, of the city court of Mont- 
gomery. Judge Sayres is a democrat and 
a nephew of Senator Morgan. He was at 
one time president of the Alabama state 
senate and is spoken of as one of the 
most brilliant and able lawyers in his 
state. Mr. Brewer made the r&@&commen- 
dation of a democrat because of the great 
scarcity of republican talent in that dis- 
trict.

Heavy Registration of Students at 
Georgia Normal College. 
Milledgeville, Ga., October 3.—(Special.) 
The registration of students is complete 
and the capacity of the college is taxed 
to the utmost. All the rooms are full 
and other students desire admittance. 
From South Carolina come reports that 
the late addition of a new dormitory and 
the filling of that building at the State 
Normal and Industrial college has not 
had the effect of injuring other female 
colleges where tuition is charged. The 
same will be found true in Georgia. New 
buildings should be provided so that not 
one girl might ask in vain for an educa- 
tion along life lines which is the peculiar 

work of this college to give. 

Forecasting the work of the year, be- 
sides the usual high-grade scholarship 
work, the following lines are to be ex- 
tended and stressed: 

A course in gardening and flower cul- 
ture, began-last year, will be continued 
this, and it is to be hoped that many 
girls will be induced to beautify their 
homes and to turn some of the energies 
of the ‘“‘new woman” to truck gardening 
and flowers as a life industry. 

The school of domestic science has add- 
ed this year a course in normal domestic 
science. This will be given to the senior 
class; hence will have as its founda- 
tion the full vear’s course given the 
juniors and will thus well equip the nor- 
mal graduates to adapt such work to 
the common schools. 

In nature study and manual training 
this school has done pioneer work. These 
courses heye been enlarged and the work 
made more definite than before. Lessons 
will be given in basket making, raffia 
work, cloth weaving, book binding, card 
board construction, sewing and knife 
work, in addition to free-hand drawing, 
molding and moetleling. No feature of 
the new education worth while will be 
neglected in this year’s work, yet all 
fads are strictly pruned out. 

The college Sabbath school 
again organized, and is more largely 
attermbied than ever before. This is 
probably the only state Sabbath school 
in the south. Nearly all the college 
teachers are earnest workers in it. 

Paul J. Fortin and Mrs. Fortin, late 
directors of a musical conservatory at 
Rome, have transferred to dhe musical 
department of this institution. Other 
new teachers are Miss Kate Thrash, of 
Griffin, and Miss Lawson Davis, of Ma- 
con. These young ladies are entering 
ably, and enthusiastically into all the life 
and work of the college. 

Mrs. E. M. Smith, of Thomasville, has 
presented the nature study library with

had been secured in the Harvey case.

Judge Seabrooke has repeatedly adjourned 
court after drawine new names in or- 
der to give the court officers time to 
hunt up jurors, and had to adjourn the 
night session of the court without adding 
to the nine jurors cbtained before supper. 
Out of the last panel of forty-eight sum- 
moned, only elghteen cguld be Iccated up 
to the night hour for reconvening court, 
and Sheriff Berrie, with his bailiffs, is 
out looking up the other thirty to have 
on hand when court reconvenes at 8:30 
o'clock tomorrow morning. The nine 
who have been secured so far as jurors 
are;

This is the first special term of Glynn 
court ever held to try a criminal dase, 
and Judge Seabrook is holding a night 
session in order to get those other three 
jurors and facilitate the court's business 
Out of one panel of forty-eight drawn, 
not a single’ juror could be obtained.

Prisoner Ran Against an Iron Bar 
With Force and Precision Suf- 
ficient to Have Taken the 
Life of an Ordinary 
Mortal. 


Savannah, Ga., October 3.—(Special.)— 
Louis M. Ashby, the wife murderer, at- 
tempted suicide in the county jail last 
Friday, and is now kept under a double 
guard in his cell day and night. Ashby 
managed to split his head open and it 
required over a dozen stitches to close 
the gap. For some reason the jail offi- 
cials tried to keep the matter quiet. The 
prisoners are locked in their cells for 
the night. Few of the inmates of the 
third floor, where the white felons are 
confined, were in the corridor when the 
murderer dashed himself against an iron 
arm protruding ftom one of the cells. 

Ashby took a running start of some 10 
feet and with the utmost precision dived 
for the piece of iron about a foot from 
the floor. The murderer struck the bar 
with great force, and when his fellow 
prisoners reached him he was uncon- 
scious. A stream of blood was rushing 
from the ugly wound. County Physician 
J. G. Keller was summoned, and the split 
in the head was stitched up. Bandages 
were placed around the wound, and Jailer 
Seyden ordered the murderer kept under 
a strong guard.

Néw York’s Anti-Trust Law. 


The upholding of the anti-trust law 
of the state of New York by the court 
of appeals is one of the first satisfac- 
tory steps taken in the throttling of 
the giant evil which seems to threaten 
individual effort. ‘That New York, the 
seat of corpérate influence, should 
have taken this stand is all the more 
signific 

The case came up under what is 
known as the Donnelly anti-trust law, 
the parties being The People against 
the American Ice Company. In lower 
courts the corporation won, but in the 
court of-appeals the decision was for 
the people. The.complaint arose out 
of the consolidation of all the ice com- 
panies of the city of New York, fol- 
lowed by rules and rates which bore 
heavily upon the poor people, who 
were most at interest. 

The law under which proceedings 
on behalf of the people cah be begun 
provides that: 

The attorney general files an applica- 
tion before a judge of the supreme court, 
declaring that he intends to bring an ac- 
tion on behalf of the people against a 
person or corporation under the law, and 
asks the court to order this person or cor- 
poration or one of the agents thereof to 
appear before the court or a referee and 
testify as to matters ‘‘concerning an al- 
leged illegal contract,’’ and produce its 
books and:papers. Incidentally, to a ref- 
eree is given power to punish for con- 
tempt. 

There are weak points in the law, 
but the trend of the court’s decision 
makes plain the remedy, so that it will 
rome in time. The author of the law, 
speaking of the decision, says:

Thus far our representatives in con- 
gress have exerted themselves in the 
establishment of mail routes, but the 
work is one into which the whole com- 
munity should be called in order to 
give it earlier effect. The dilatoriness 
in pushing rural mail delivery has 

> grown out of the ignorance of the peo- 
™ ple as to how to proceed. The Con- 
© - stitution, having at heart the welfare 
* of every home in the state, takes 
pleasure in placing all necessary in- 
'formation before the people, and urges 
‘them to go to work at once and get up 
mail routes. 

The rural mail delivery service is 
‘under charge of First Assistant Post- 
‘master General W. M. Johnson, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Mr. Johnson has issued 
2 circular to which we invite careful 
attention:

The pay of 
art carriers when the service was first 
mtarted—October, 1896—was placed at $150 | 
‘mand afterwards at $300 per annum. In 
‘18988 it was raised to $400. At the begin- 
ning of the present fiscal year—July 1, 
1900—it was further raised from $400 to 
$500 per annum for a full route. 

Under ordinary conditions a full route 

. 1s considered to be 25 miles. There are 
exceptional cases, where the roads are 
level and smoothly macadamized, in 
which the carriers make 30 to 35 miles 
a day. There are other exceptional cases 
where the routes lead over rugged hills 
and cross rocky creeks in which 17 miles 
is considered a good day’s journey. But 
the average length of a full route is 2% 
miles. Where it has. been found neces- 
sary to authorize short routes to connect 
with longer routes (as in some of the spe- 
cial county services hereinafter describ- 
ed) the principle has been adopted of’al- 
lowing $100 a year for each 5 miles tray- 
eled. 

The route of the rural carrier is so de- 
vised by the special agent to whom the 
preliminary investigation of the service 
is committed that the carrier shall not 
pass over the same ground twice in the 
same day. The special agent is instrurct- 
ed to show on the map which he submits 
with his report that at least 100 families 
can be brought within accessible distance 
of the service. He is further directed to 
report upon the character of the roads to 
be traversed by the carrier and to insist 
that before rural free delivery is recom- 
mended these roads shall be in such con- 
dition as to be readily passable in winter 
as well as summer. 

The conditions under which the service 
has hitherto been established:do, not bring 
it within the requirements of the civil 
service law, but it is inexorably required 
that the carriers shall be of good char- 
acter and temperate habits. No restric- 
tions are imposed as to sex. Some very 
efficient carriers east and west are wom- 
en. Every carrier is required to give 
bond in the sum of $500 for the faithful 
performance of his duties, and one or 
more substitute carriers are bonded in 
like amount for each service, so that the 
United States mails shall in no contingen- 
cies be intrusted to any but a bonded of- 
ficer. Recent orders empowering rural 
carriers to accept applications for money 
orders and to register letters render a 
strict enforcement of this regulation addi- 
tionally necessary. 

_ When the pay of the rural carriers was 
increased to $500, it was ordered that they 
should make their deliveries and collec- 
tions either in person or by bonded sub- 
stitute every day of the year, Sundays 
alone excepted. In case of absence or

pected. 
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The Georgia Law School. 

The fact that attendance at the 
University Law school has fallen off 
50 per cent is to be viewed through 
the eye of improvement. A two-years’ 
course is now required, instead of the 
insufficient one heretofore prevailing. 

Georgia has taken this step none 
too soon. The law schools of other 
states have been lengthening out their 
terms of instruction. In the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania the demand fora 
higher standard has been heard, and 
Dean Lewis says: 

“The average run of men are not fit- 
ted to do good work in the world as 
lawyers. Our standard, therefore, is 
necessarily high, not because we bow 
down to the words ‘high standard’ as 
to a fetich, but because we believe 
that we should have positive evidence 
that a man is fitted for the law before 
we permit him to enter the ranks.of 
the legal profession.” 

Much of the law’s delay is placed to 
the account of incompetent attorneys, 
who are allowed to clog up the dock- 
ets or to use their profession as a 
trade. A writer in The American 
Lawyer has compiled figures from 
which it has been found that nearly 
one-half of the questions carried to the 
appellate courts were questions aris- 
ing out of disputes as to the proper 
method of bringing before the courts 
the merits involved in the original dif- 
ferences. 

That is to say, substantially one-half 
of the time, expense and labor incurred 
by our highest courts in determining the 
legal questions they could not evade, was 
spent in correcting the mistakes of law- 
vers or in teaching lawyers how to prac- 
tice law. We do not demand that a prac- 
titioner should be infallible in his appli- 
cation of the rules of practice, but we 
do insist that every lawyer should be able 
to conduct litigation with but a small per- 
centage of misjudgment, by no means ap- 
proaching that which the figures herein 
given show is now the rule.

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The Reciprocity Convention. 


The so-called reciprocity convention, 
called by President Search, of the Na- 
tional Manufacturers’ Association, will 
no doubt have a pleasant time when 
it meets. 

Any movement toward the breaking 
up of the tariff system under which 
the world abroad has been blacklisted 
will be welcomed. The fatal defect of 
reciprocity instead of straight-out tar- 
iff revision is that the work will fall 
into the hands of the enemies of re- 
form. This is anticipated by Presi- 
dent Search himself, when he says: 

It has been said that a certain great 
trust will strongly oppose any move to- 
ward reciprocity. Personally, I may say, 
that I anticipate no open opposition at the 
meeting. If there is to be any fight I 
expect it to be made when it comes time 
actually to put into operation such reci- 
procity treaties as might be made. That 
would be the time when this or the other 
influence might be brought to bear.

Adding 
the wealth to the 47 per cent it makes 
up in commercial and social influence 
enough to claim credit for the govern- 
ment of the city. And yet, says The 
Atlantic Monthly writer: 

Philadelphia is the most native-born 
and the most evil large city in America. 
You can’t dismiss Pennsylvania's prob- 
lem with a shrug of the shoulders and 
an easily-uttered, ‘‘Oh, hordes of ignorant 
foreigners!’" You may go over the whole 
list of the bosses and sub-bosses of the 
state and find hardly ever a ‘‘Mac’’ or 
an “O” or a “berg’’ or a “‘stein’’ or a 
“ski.” It is sons of the revolution, de- 
scendants of the first inhabitants, that 
are responsible for Pennsylvania's condi- 
tion. Now, why? Why is Massachusetts, 
with her native-born in a numerical mi- 
nority, the best governed commonwealth 
in the union, while Pennsylvania, with 
her native-born in large majority, wal- 
lows in corruption? 

This is a problem we leave with the 
newspapers of Philadelphia to answer.

POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


Secretary of State Phil Cook yesterday 
received the formal notice of contest in 
the election for the county seat of Bry- 
an county. In the recent election for 
the change of the county seat, the peo- 
ple of the county voted to remove it 
from Clyde to Ellabelil. There were 581 
votes cast in favor of Ellabell and 236 
in favor of Clyde. The people of Clyde 
have employed Messrs. Gignilliat & 
Stubbs, of Savannah, to represent them 
in the contest, and they will take evi- 
dence at Clyde tomovrow. The people 
of Clyde claim fraud in the election, and 
that is the main ground of their contest. 
They assert there were fraudulent votes 
cast in favor of Ellabell. The law re- 
quires that two-thirds of the qualified 
voters must vote for a change before the 
county seat can be removed. In this 
case the vote for Ellabell is less than 
two-thirds of the voters as shown by 
the tax digest, but whether it is two- 
thirds or more of the registered voters 
is not known. When the evidence tak- 
en at Clyde on Saturday is received by 
the secretary, of state, he will give no- 
tice to the other side, which will be 
given a hearing ifitisdesired. Secretary 
Cook will decide the case, and will then 
make a statement of the facts to the 
legislature, by which it is likely, final 
action will have to be taken.

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RUCKER IS SURE 
OF HOLDING JOB 


Present Intermal Revenue Collector 
Claims Virtual Reappeintment. 


WHITE CANDIDATE HOPEFUL 


W. H. Wynne, of This City, Says He 
Is Out for the Place and Has 
Indorsements From Many 
Prominent Georgia 
Republicans. 


The dispatch from Washington, D. C., 
relative to the efforts which will be made 
by white men to succeed to the federal 
Office of internal revenue collector now 
keld by the negro, Henry A. Rucker, 
which appeared in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion, aroused the greatest interest among 
the people of the city, and led to consid- 
erable discussion and speculation as to 
the outcome of the matter. 

From the facts that could be gathered 
from the present incumbent, as well as 
from the Atlantan, W. H. Wynne, who is 
a candidate for sthe collectorship, the 
question is one which has two sides, dis- 
tinctly drawn, one which admits of two 
vastly differing phases. Collector Rucker 
places no credence in the rumor of even 
a probability of his remova& from office. 
On the other hand, Mr. nne is not 
only hopeful, but confident of succeeding 
to the office he seeks. 

The present collector bases his argu- 
ment against any probabitity of removal 
on the fact that there is no stipulated 
tenure of office (explanatory of the state- 
ment that his term will soon expire) and 
further that, being required to renew his 
bond of [75,000 several months ago, he 
was virtually reappointed for the late 
President McKinley's second term of four 
years. 

Rucker’s Statement. 

Collector Rucker was seen yesterday 
regarding the matter. To a representative 
of The Constitution, he said: 

‘“*The first intimation of the matter that 
I had was when I saw the Washington 
in The Con- 
Stitution. Relative to the statements, I 
do not care to enter into a discussion. 

“T will, however, give a few facts that 
have a direct bearing on the question at 
Last July I received official noti- 
the authorities at Wash- 
ington that my bond limit would expire 
at a certain date. I was asked to re- 
establish the bond. This I did at once 
and received notification a few days later 
that the same had been accepted. 

“This I consider was virtually a re- 
appointment to the office, if I might ex- 
press it so, as I do not think I would 
have been called upon to make another

is in the hands of Colonel Woodward, 
whom it was sent for transmission to the 
governor. 

The contemplated retirement of Colonel 
Woodward and Major Nash will unques- 
tionably be a serious blow to the regi- 
ment. They have served the regiment so 
well and so faithfully that the loss will be 
one that the men will feel deeply. 

Colonel Woodward when seen by a 
reporter of The Constitution said that his 
military duties interfered with his busi- 
ness, and he spoke also of the fact that 
the military has not been given the 
proper support by the people of Atlanta. 
He was not incliped to discuss the matter 
to any extent, but s@id in substance: 

‘Tl shall ask for retirement within a few 
days for two reasons. In the first place 
my duties to the regiment have in many 
ways interfered with my business and I 
feel it necessary to retire on this account, 

“In the second place the military has 
not been given the proper support in At- 
lanta. "I have felt this for a long time 
and felt it keenly, but have hoped things 
would change. They have not changed, 
however, and while the troops are ex- 
pected to always he on hand and to par- 
ticipate in every function, they must do 
so at their own expense and must :nake 
the best of what little is allowed thein. 
All this is, of course, discouraging in the 
extreme. We have just had to fight our 
way and naturally the burden has been 
almost altogether on the officers. I have 
thought long and carefully over the mat- 
ter and under the circumstances I feel 
that this is my proper course.”’ 

Colonel Woodward has fourteen years’ 
service to his credit, including his service 
in the confederate army. He entered the 
volunteer service of the state as first 
lieutenant over ten years ago and has 
been gradually promoted to his present 
position. He was lieutenant colonel of the 
regiment when it was in command of 
Colonel John SS. Candler and became 
colonel at the reorganization in February, 
1900. He is, of: course, entitled to retire- 
ment with his present rank. 

Service of Ten Years. 

Major Nash has likewise seen more thar 
tem years service and is entitled to re- 
tireméent with the rank of major. Major 
Nash's resignation was tendered on ac- 
count of the demands of his business upon 
his time, though it is understood he feels 
just about as does Colonel Woodward 
with regard to the lack of support of the 
state militia here, 

One of the officers said yesterday that 
few people had any idea of what they 
had to contend with. 

The officers of the regiment have not 
discussed the question of a new colonel 
to succeed Colonel Woodward.

The members of the board today will 
doubtless question the city health offi- 
cer as to his intention to continue with 
the city or with the county. Dr. B. W. 
Bizzell, while county physician, was 
elected a member of the city health board 
and was compelled to resign from one 
of the offices. He chose to remain on 
the board, and here severed his con- 
nection with the county. 

It is understood.that Dr. Kennedy re- 
ceives about $500 a year for his services 
as a county officer. His anfiual salary as 
city health officer is $2,400. 

Also, it is understood, that an effort 
will be made to have the city health 
officer’s office removed from the Empire 
building to the city hall. The mayor 
and several members of the board are 
of the opinion that the health officer 
should be as near the office of the sani- 


tary department as possible, and they

BISHOP GAINES RETURNS 


Colored Clergyman Back From Ecu- 
, menical Conference. 


VISITS MANY PARTS OF EUROPE 


Speaks Interestingly of Parts of 
Continent That Came Under 
His Observation. 


Bishop W. J. Gaines, of Atlanta, has 
just returned from the ecumenical con- 
ference of Methodism held in London 
September 4-17. He represented the Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopal church of Amer- 
ica together with seventeen other minis- 
ters of African Methodism. Relative to 


his tri phe said: 

“TJ reached London on July 24. This great 
city, the largest in the world, is truly 
magnificent, but does not make the ap- 
pearance to the eye of either New York 
or Chicago. 

“The English people are conservative 
anf solid. They are destitute of that 
push and enthusiasm which characterize 
Americans, buf they are law-abiding and 
long-lived. The English women were the 
handsomest I saw. The poorer classes 
have a hard life. Wages are low and 
the opportunities for wealth are not to 
be compared with the chances the poor 
man has in America. 

“I also traveled through Holland, Bel- 
gium, Germany, Switzerland, Italy and 
France. All of these countries have 
their distinctive advantages. Italy will 
always be interesting to the traveler for 
its relics and ruins. The present city 
of Rome was a great disappointment. 
She does not look like the ‘mistress of 


the world’ now. The houses are old and 
dingy and the people are slow and sleepy. 
I was charmed with Venice, the city in 
the sea—its palaces and gondolas and pic- 
tures. Berlin is the most modern of Eu- 
ropean cities from the Amegican stand- 
point. The statuary that adorns its 
streets and parks is beautiful.
